av erage of 4,7 5 9 per y ear for the last 
fiv e y ears, accord ing to an annou nce­ 
m ent by the D epartm ent of Agricu l­ 
tu re. 
More small fires occu rred d u r­ 
ing 1915 , bu t an area 
was 
bu rned 
ov er thirty per cent less than in the 
prev iou s y ear owing to the activ iity 
of forest rangers in confining

tion, irrigation and other work s that 
will enhance the v alu e of the land and 
encou rage its d ev elopm ent; 
for 
the 
improv ement 
and 
d ev elopment 
of 
state transportation facilities; for in­ 
v estment in the obligations of cou n­ 
ties, m u nicipalities and other 
pu blic 
corporations; for the m aintenance of 
a sy stem of cred its that will stim u late 
the actu al occu pation of the land ; and 
for other pu blic enterprises and im­ 
prov ements. 
It is proposed that the interest com­
